Sanitary  Condition  of  the  Wangford  Rural  District, 

During  the  Year  1906. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
COUNCIL  OF  THE  RURAL  DISTRICT  OF  WANGFORD. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  lay  before  you  my  report  of  the 
sanitary  condition  of  the  District  during  the  year  1906. 

The  District  lies  along  the  southern  bank  of  the  river 
Waveney  covering  an  area  of  33,586  acres.  In  the  river  valley 
it  consists  of  a  strip  of  marsh  land  which  is  liable  to  be  flooded 
after  heavy  rains.  The  town  of  Bungay  stands  upon  an  accumula¬ 
tion  of  river  gravels  in  a  bend  of  the  valley  which  surrounds  it  on 
three  sides.  To  the  south  of  the  river  the  land  rises  to  an  average 
height  of  about  80  feet  above  the  sea  level,  and  at  this  altitude  is 
capped  by  a  layer  of  the  Great  Chalky  Boulder  Clay,  which  so 
extensively  covers  the  central  and  northern  surface  of  East  Anglia. 
On  this  clay  area  ponds  are  numerous  and  furnish  the  chief  water 
supply  in  the  rural  districts. 
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The  population  is  almost  entirely  agricultural,  or  depend¬ 
ent  upon  Agriculture  ;  the  only  other  industry  giving  employment 
to  any  considerable  number  of  people  is  the  Chaucer  Press  in  the 
town  of  Bungay. 


In  the  years  between  1891  and  1901  there  was  a  decrease 
in  the  population  of  669.  Since  then  I  believe  there  has  been  but 
little  further  decrease,  if  any,  in  the  town  of  Bungay,  and  in  my 
estimate  for  1906  I  have  reckoned  the  population  of  the  town  as 
stationary.  For  the  Rural  Districts  I  have  reckoned  in  the  usual 
way,  allowing  for  a  probable  yearly  decrease  proportionate  to  that 
which  was  found  to  have  occurred  between  1891  and  1901.  The 
estimate  thus  arrived  at  gives  for  the  whole  District  a  total  of 
7791  in  the  middle  of  1906,  a  somewhat  higher  number  than  the 
average  birth  rate  would  indicate.  I  have  used  this  total  in  work¬ 
ing  out  the  following  percentages.

Of  these,  33  males  and  26  females  were  born  in  Bungay, 
and  68  males  and  58  females  in  the  country  districts. 

The  average  total  of  births  per  year  in  the  last  ten  years 
was  201,  and  the  rate  per  1000  births  was  24*57. 

In  1905  the  total  was  217,  and  the  rate  was  27*25. 

In  1906  the  total  was  185,  and  the  rate  was  23*74. 

The  average  birth  rate  per  1000  births  for  the  Rural 
Districts  in  England  and  Wales  was  in  1905  about  27.

Of  these  61  belonged  to  the  town  of  Bungay  (including 
the  deaths  of  8  Bungay  people  at  the  Workhouse  at  Shipmeadow), 
showing  a  death  rate  of  18*4  for  the  town. 

In  the  country  districts  there  were  68  deaths  (deducting 
those  of  4  non-residents  at  the  Workhouse),  showing  a  death  rate 
of  15*12  in  the  rural  part  of  the  District. 

The  average  total  of  deaths  in  the  whole  District  for  the 
last  10  years  annually  has  been  121,  and  the  annual  death  rate  15. 

The  net  total  of  deaths  in  the  whole  District  in  1906  was 
129,  and  the  death  rate  16*55 

The  net  total  in  1905  was  116,  and  the  rate  was  14*63. 
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The  death  rate  in  the  Rural  Districts  in  England  and 
Wales  was  14*9  in  1905. 

Of  the  129  residents  who  died  in  the  District  in  1906,  two 
were  over  90  years  of  age,  twenty-five  were  over  80,  and  seventy 
were  over  60,  and  twenty  were  under  one  year  :  thirty-nine  were 
between  the  ages  of  1  and  60,  showing  a  death  rate  for  these  ages 
of  4*8,  as  compared  with  7-4  the  rate  for  these  ages  in  England 
and  Wales  in  1905. 


Our  Infant  Mortality  seriously  increased  in  1906,  as  many 
as  7  premature  births  being  registered,  and  the  total  of  deaths 
under  one  year  was  20  as  compared  with  13  in  1905.  Our  rate 
thus  rose  from  59-8  to  108*1.  The  average  total  of  deaths  at  this 
age  in  the  last  10  years  has  been  annually  22,  and  the  rate  111*9. 
The  rate  in  the  Rural  Districts  in  England  and  Wales  was  113 
in  1905.

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Zymotic  Diseases. — There  has  been  only  one  death 
(from  Whooping  Cough)  registered  in  1906.  Our  Zymotic  death 
rate  was  thus  again,  as  in  1905,  0*12  per  1000  as  compared  with 
1  -09  for  the  Rural  Districts  throughout  England  and  Wales.

None  of  these  cases  proved  fatal.  Scarlet  Fever  was 
unusually  prevalent  in  East  Anglia  during  the  latter  part  of  the 
year,  and  our  District  shared  to  some  extent  in  the  visitation,  the 
number  of  cases  notified  rising  to  31  as  compared  with  21  in  1905. 
This  disease  has  in  the  last  few  years  been  less  virulent  than 
Measels  or  Whooping  Cough,  and  its  contagion  has  grown 
correspondingly  difficult  to  deal  with.  The  majority  of  the  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  our  District  this  year  have  displayed  symptoms 
no  more  alarming  than  those  of  an  ordinary  cold,  and  it  has  some¬ 
times  been  difficult  to  convince  those  concerned  as  to  the  real 
character  of  the  disease.  But  the  difficulties  we  have  experienced 
in  dealing  with  this  slight  epidemic  should  warn  us  to  be  better 
prepared  in  case  of  a  more  serious  outbreak.  The  Hospitals  in 
the  neighbourhood  which  might  possibly  be  made  available  are 
the  Beccles  Hospital  for  the  Beccles  District,  the  Ditchingham 
Hospital  for  the  Bungay  District,  and  the  Halesworth  Hospital 
which  is  within  a  convenient  distance  for  the  southern  part  of  the 
District.  There  is  also  at  the  Workhouse  at  Shipmeadow  for 
pauper  patients  accommodation  which  I  believe  might  be  made 
available  for  other  patients  if  necessary.  If  it  were  possible  to 
make  sure  of  these  resources,  and  organize  them  so  as  to  make 
them  at  any  time  immediately  available,  the  District  would  be  in 
a  fairly  satisfactory  position  for  dealing  in  the  first  instance  at  all 
events,  with  a  serious  epidemic. 
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Tuberculosis. — There  were  13  deaths  from  Phthisis  and 
3  from  other  tuberculous  diseases  registered  in  1906,  showing  a 
death  rate  of  2*04  as  compared  with  o-i  in  1905,  and  o*88  in  1904. 
The  death  rate  for  Phthisis  alone  was  i*66,  which  is  about  the 
same  as  the  death  rate  for  this  disease  in  the  County  of  London 
and  decidedly  high  for  a  rural  district. 

Cancer. — There  were  only  3  deaths  from  malignant 
disease  registered  in  the  District  in  1906.  This  shows  a  death 
rate  of  0*38,  which  compares  favourably  with  our  rate  in  1905 
which  was  1*89,  and  with  that  for  all  England  and  Wales  which 
was  0*93.  During  the  last  few  years  the  general  mortality  from 
malignant  disease  has  not  apparently  increased,  which  may  mean 
only  that  there  has  been  no  further  advance  in  the  diagnosis  of 
these  diseases. 

House  Accommodation. — This  is  being  steadily  im¬ 
proved  year  by  year,  but  both  in  the  town  of  Bungay  and  in  the 
country  districts  it  is  still  very  far  from  satisfactory.  Deficient 
bedroom  accommodation  and  overcrowding  are  too  prevalent,  and 
cannot  be  effectually  dealt  with  whilst  there  are  no  funds  available 
for  rebuilding  or  improvement.  Frequently  the  best  possible  is 
done  with  very  defective  premises,  but  more  might  be  done  if  the 
people  generally  were  better  instructed  in  sanitary  matters. 
Cleanliness  and  ventilation  and  disinfection  are  generally  found  to 
be  within  the  reach  of  those  who  realize  their  value;  and  until 
these  matters  are  cultivated  by  the  people  themselves  our  Phthisis 
rate  and  the  prevalence  of  contagious  disease  will  be  greater  than 
they  should  be. 

Water  Supply. — This  is  derived  mainly  from  ponds  and 
surface  wells.  Care  is  taken  that  the  new  cottages  shall  have 
adequate  accommodation  for  the  storage  of  rain  water,  but  in  the 
older  cottages  this  as  a  rule  is  not  sufficiently  provided,  and  most 
of  the  people  have  a  prejudice  against  the  use  of  rain  water  for 
drinking  purposes,  which  possibly  has  largely  arisen  from  the 
inefficiency  of  the  storage.  The  water  from  the  ponds  and  from 
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most  of  the  surface  wells  requires  boiling  to  render  it  safe  for 
drinking. 

Sewerage. — The  drains  have  been  carefully  attended  to 
during  the  year.  The  Pail  System  for  the  removal  of  night-soil 
in  the  town  has  been  worked  with  regularity  and  efficiency. 

Dairies  and  Cowsheds. — These  have  been  systematically 
inspected  during  the  year  with  results  which  upon  the  whole 
have  been  satisfactory.  The  premises  and  management  are 
excellent  in  some  instances,  but  a  few  of  the  24  inspected  are  not 
so  clean  as  they  might  be.  In  several  instances  new  and  better 
premises  are  greatly  needed,  and  only  extra  care  and  industry 
could  under  the  circumstances  produce  such  good  results  in  the 
way  of  cleanliness  as  I  have  noted. 

Factories,  Workshops,  &C. — In  accordance  with  in¬ 
structions  from  the  Home  Office  I  have  gone  the  round  of  these 
with  our  Sanitary  Inspector.  The  only  large  industry  in  the  Dis¬ 
trict  is  that  of  Messrs.  Clay  &  Sons’  Printing  Press,  and  the 
management  of  this  is  excellent.  I  have  found  no  case  of  work 
put  out,  and  nothing  of  importance  to  report  in  the  workshops 
visited.  The  defects  in  a  slaughter  house,  to  which  I  have  lately 
drawn  your  attention,  are  I  understand  being  attended  to.

The  Town  of  Bungfay. — The  Sewers  are  in  good 
working  order  and  several  connections  have  been  made  under  my 
supervision.  The  open  Sewers  and  Ditches  have  been  properly 
cleansed  and  alterations  to  the  one  near  Dr.  Ransome’s  have  been 
made  with  satisfactory  results. 

The  removal  of  the  Night  Soil  has  been  duly  performed, 
the  number  of  tubs  emptied  being  38,860  for  the  year. 

The  Cowsheds  and  Dairies  in  Bungay  and  the  District 
have  been  from  time  to  time  visited,  and  with  the  exception  of  a 
few  have  been  found  satisfactory.  There  are  24  Cow  Keepers 
registered  and  327  cows.  120  visits  were  made  to  the  Cowsheds 
and  Dairies.  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  in  46 
cases  for  the  abatement  of  nuisances,  which  were  complied  with. 
No  proceeding  for  non-compliance  with  the  Council’s  orders  were 
taken  during  the  year. 
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Visits  have  been  made  to  282  Cottages  and  Premises. 
Overcrowding  was  dealt  with  in  5  cases.  There  have  been  14 
new  houses  erected,  and  Water  Certificates  granted  in  5  cases, 
while  alterations  and  improvements  to  existing  premises  with  the 
erection  of  new  ones  has  taken  place  in  42  cases. 

The  Slaughter  House  at  St.  Margaret’s  has  been  visited 
from  time  to  time,  and  with  the  exception  of  a  few  repairs  and 
alterations  is  satisfactory. 

The  whole  of  the  Public  Houses  in  Bungay  and  District 
have  been  visited  and  sanitary  alterations  and  improvements  made 
in  15  cases. 

The  Disinfection  after  Contagious  Disease  has  been 
carried  out  in  26  cases,  and  bedding  in  one  case  it  was  found 
necessary  to  destroy. 

The  Inspection  of  Premises  Licensed  for  the  Sale  of 
Petroleum  has  from  time  to  time  been  made.
